Mr. Sullivan informed the Board that through a contract with the Mass. Dept, of Energy Resources, Sagewell, Inc. will 
provide information to a number of commercial and residential building owners and town-owned properties in 
Arlington to reduce their energy costs. This work is in accordance with Arlington's Sustainability Action Plan which 
was approved in October 2006 by Town Meeting, and is being supported by Sustainable Arlington and Arlington 
Home Energy Efficiency Team (A_HEET). The goal of the program is to help owners make their building more 
energy efficient and to lower heating and cooling costs. 

Ms. LaCourt moved that the Board is aware of program and supports the town's participation in the Solarize Mass 
Pilot program if it is selected. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Mr. Greeley stated that John Griffin, Director of the Arlington Housing Authority, will be notifying the BOS regarding 
the vacancyon the Arlington Housing Authority Board due to the untimelydeath of his brother, Brian. 

Mr. Greeley asked Mrs. Krepelka to inquire of Mr. Gilligan as to the status of the hiring process for the position of 
AssistantTown Treasurer and if there are any viable candidates. 

Mrs. Mahon asked thatwe have a joint meeting with the Redevelopment Board regarding several on-going projects 
in Town. 

Mrs. Mahon stated representatives of the Town's Public Employee Committee are meeting with the Town Manager 
on Wednesday, April 6th, to discuss a possible health care plan. 

Mrs. Mahon asked Town Manager Sullivan to inquire as to the down wires on April 1st. Mrs. Mahon feels we need a 
policy as to how to address this issue. She feels we should be contacting Verizon, Comcast, and RCN as to what 
their policy is when a customer changes cable company to have said wires removed from their home. 

Dan Dunn thanked the voters and his many volunteers for their hard work in getting him elected to the Board. He 
would, also, like to see a joint meeting with the School Committee and Arlington Redevelopment Board before the 
Override election. 

Ms. LaCourt stated she is also thankful to the voters and her hard working committee for understanding her 
reasons to run for the one year vacancy. 

Ms.LaCourt thanked former Selectmen Hurd for his manyyears ofservice and also being herco-chairon the CDBG 
Committee. She would now like another Board member to be on that committee. 

Mrs. Mahon moved that Dan Dunn be appointed to said Committee. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Ms. Rowe stated she would start campaigning next week for the Override. 

Ms. Rowe stated thatthe Farmer's Marketwill be starting on June 8th, 2:00 p.m. until 6:30 p.m. and will have many 
new features.
